east of the sta te Highway D ep art­ 
m ent buildings, at the intersection 
of the Fairfield road and the MIU 
road, Lindall said 
Quarters for Nine Men 
T he plans call 
for offices and 
living quarters for nine m en, in ­ 
cluding 
two 
four-m an 
bedrooms. 
T here will also be storage space 
for eight autom obiles, parking fa c i­ 
lities, and an exam ining field for 
tests given to applicants for op­ 
e ra to rs licenses 


Work on the new substation will 
be started as soon as possiDle,” Lan­ 
d au said 
T here will be no delay 
in getting the work going.” 
C ap tain John D R im e in charge 
of the troop of which the G ettys­ 
burg substation is a p art, expressed 
his gratification at the announce­ 
m ent th a t a new su b statio n would

S ta te police officials said the new 
substation is needed here, and C ap­ 
tain Kl me said it was the policy' of 
the d ep artm en t to erect substations 
outside borough lim its Officials said 
the G ettysburg substation would be 
a model for others to be erected later 
in the state 
Road tests for prospective drivers 
have been given for several years 
s t the sta te garage,

been located on Carlisle street for 
the past six years.

Similar Project At Reading 
The substation for G ettysburg is 
one of two sim ilar projects in the 
state approved by the S ta le Au­ 
thority.

T otal cost of both projects is esti­ 
m ated at $335,000 
Nearly $35 000000 in public works 
im provem ents throughout the state 
was

000 000. T he projects include new 
Hospitals, schools and parks. Lindall 
said today th a t the sta te police su b ­ 
statio n was th e only project thus far 
approved in this area, to his know­ 
ledge No funds have been approved 
for fu rth e r im provem ents at C ale­ 
donia sta te park, he said.

New York, Sept. 20 <jp>—‘The U nit­ 
ed Nations began a new attem pt to­ 
day to iron out Old World trouble 
1 spots. 
On a diplom atic note of cautious 
cheer, delegatee from 59 countries 
gathered to open the fourth U. N. 
General 
Assembly 
a t 
Flushing 
Meadows, site of Die 1939 New York 
World’s fair. 
First business at the opening ses­ 
sion was election of a new assembly 
president to succeed Dr. H. V. E vatt 
of Australia. Brig. Gen. Carlos p. 
Romulo, of the Philippines, seemed 
sure of getting the job, with about 
50 delegates promising him support. 
U. N officials listed 18 foreign m in- 
i ters at the head of delegations, 
prepared to tackle 72 subjects al­ 
ready scheduled for debate*. 
Arguments, speeches, deals, votes 
and decisions are expected to keep 
the delegates here for nearly three 
months, although U. N. officials set 
November 30 hopefully as the date 
they should finish. 
The diplom atic cheer grew out of 
a statem ent by Andrey Vishlnsky, 
Foreign M inister of Soviet Russia, 
who said the assembly could solve 
Its im portant problems w ith coopera­ 
tion.

They give him the assistance he 
needs to carry out his own plans, but 
they carm ot do the planning for him. 
They can suggest plans, but they 
cannot force the plans upon any 
recipient of aid," Mrs. Myers point­ 
ed out.

Of each dollar 
the Chicago housewife spent for 
these apples, two cents 
w ent for 
auction services 14 cents for tra n s­ 
portation. 24 cents for services at 
point of 
shipping. 
34 
cents 
for 
wholesaling and retailing services, 
and 26 cents to the grower. 
In 
other words—74 cents far distribu­ 
tion and 26 cents for production. 
Of m any phases of thLs survey 
worth comment, one m ust suffice. 
If more fruit was grown locally to 
avoid the necessity of "hauls" such 
as this example reveals—from the 
Pacific Coast to Chicago— a larger 
percentage of the consumer's dollar 
would belong to and go to the grow­ 
er. There is little excuse for ship­ 
ping apples across a continent. And 
the grower holds this conrtol. 
On the same date Pennsylvania 
newspapers carried last week notices 
of orchardists offering tree-ripened 
peaches on the com e-and-get basis 
at 50 cents a bushel, urban grocery 
advertisements w ithin less than IOO 
miles of those orchards indicated 
consumers were compelled to pay at

pounds for 29 cent* — or $3.73 a 
bushel. 
Pear growing is gradually center­ 
ing in the Pacific Coast region, due 
to blight in the eastern part of the 
country and the trend of deciduous 
fruit production 2.000 miles away 
from the overwhelming percentage 
of potential urban consumers.
